A Calm-but-Unapologetic Gingrich 


Despite ridicule from 
rivals, GOP hopeful 
maintains composure 


Washington 

Newt Gingrich is trying to preserve 
his rapid rise in the GOP presiden- 
tial race by defending his most con- 
troversial stands without appearing 
to be the thin-skinned hothead his 
critics often describe. 

The former House speaker seemed 
to accomplish that goal in Saturday’s 
debate in Iowa. His challenge will be 
to sustain the strategy while rivals 
attack him on the airwaves and the 
ground, and to convince conserva- 
tive voters that he’s their champion 
despite his occasional departures 
from orthodoxy. 

Polls suggest Gingrich is the like- 
liest alternative to former Massachu- 
setts governor Mitt Romney head- 
ing into the leadoff Iowa caucuses 
on Jan. 3. So far, he has reacted with 
a steely calm. 

On Sunday, Romney and Gingrich’s 
trailing rivals derided the leading pres- 
idential contenders as insufficient- 
ly conservative, each trying to find a 
second wind in the race to become the 
Republican nominee with time run- 
ning out before voting begins. 

Rep. Michele Bachmann of Min- 
nesota combined the two leaders 
into a “Newt Romney” character. 




Romney Lags Behind Gingrich 

Mitt Romney has stayed at or near the top of the 
GOP polls for months while others rose and fell. He 
has more money and organization than Newt Ging- 
rich. But an NBC News/Marist poll released Sunday 
shows Gingrich surging to more than 42 percent sup- 
port, with Romney at 23 percent in South Carolina; in 
Florida, the Gingrich is favored by 44 percent of those 
polled, compared to Romney’s 29 percent. No one 
else in the field breaks 10 percent in either state, (sap) 


Meanwhile ... 

Newt Gingrich and Mitt Romney 
planned competing events on Mon- 
day in New Hampshire, where Gingrich 
will end the day debating former Utah 
governor Jon Huntsman, Lincoln- 
Douglas style. Both Gingrich and Rom- 
ney planned to return to Iowa later in 
the week. Gingrich, Michele Bachmann, 
Rick Perry and former senator Rick 
Santorum planned to attend an event 
with former Arkansas governor Mike 
Huckabee on Wednesday, (ap) 


Rep. Ron Paul of Texas said Ging- 
rich and Romney “come from the 
same mold.” Texas Gov. Rick Perry 
said voters aren’t looking for a fact- 
spewing “robot.” All attempted to 
claw their way back into the cam- 
paign that has suddenly become a 
two-man race. 

Iowa’s lead-off caucuses are com- 
ing quickly. The candidates have 
spent months — if not years — pre- 
paring for the nominating process 
that starts Jan. 3. Perry spent Sun- 
day in Iowa and planned to return 
Wednesday for a marathon bus tour 
across the state. Yet the topsy-turvy 
race remains fluid, and the strug- 
gling candidates are hoping to deflate 
Romney and Gingrich by noting sim- 
ilarities on issues that could concern 
conservatives.

Report: Tiniest Babies Healthy 


Chicago 

One is a healthy first-grader, the 
other an honors college student 
majoring in psychology. Once the 
tiniest babies ever born, both girls 
are thriving, despite long odds 
when they entered the world weigh- 
ing less than a pound. 

A medical report from the doc- 
tor who resuscitated the infants at a 
suburban Chicago hospital is both 
a success story and a cautionary 
tale. These two are the exceptions, 
and their remarkable health years 
later should not raise false hope: 
Most babies this small do poorly, 
and many do not survive even with 
advanced medical care. 

“These are such extreme cases,” 
said Dr. John Muraskas of Loyola 
University Medical Center in May- 
wood, 111. They should not be con- 
sidered “a benchmark” to mean 
that doctors should try to save all 
babies so small, he said.

The report, released online Mon- 
day in Pediatrics, involves Made- 
line Mann, born in 1989 weighing 
9.9 ounces, then the world record; 
and 7-year-old Rumaisa Rahman, 
whose 9.2-ounce birth weight in 
2004 remains the world’s tiniest. 

Rumaisa’s and Madeline’s gesta- 
tional ages — almost 26 weeks for 
Rumaisa and almost 27 weeks for 
Madeline — meant their lungs and 
other organs were mature enough 


to make survival possible. 

The report says most newborn 
specialists consider babies born 
after 25 weeks of pregnancy to be 
viable — likely to survive — and so 
they should receive medical inter- 
vention if necessary to breathe. 
Younger babies are generally in a 
“gray zone,” where intervention 
isn’t always so clear cut. 


7,500 

The number of U.S. babies born each 
year who weigh less than 1 pound, 
according to Dr. Edward Bell, a Uni- 
versity of Iowa pediatrics professor. 
Of those, about 10 percent survive. 


Today, Madeline, 22, is a col- 
lege senior and remains petite — 
at age 20, she was 4 foot 8 and 65 
pounds. Rumaisa, 7, is a first-grader 
in Chicago. At age 5, she weighed 
33 pounds and was 3 1/2 feet tall.

Putin 'Reads Carefully in Russia 


PM pledges to listen 
to protesters amid a 
rising tide of dissent 


Analysis 

In his dozen years of leading Rus- 
sia, Vladimir Putin has been the 
one doing the talking. Now he may 
have to learn how to be a listener. 

The protests against Putin and 
his party that arose in more than 60 
Russian cities Saturday appear to 
have shaken the man accustomed 
to giving orders and sharply dis- 
missing dissenters. 

Putin had no immediate com- 
ment on the protests — the largest 
public show of anger in post-Soviet 
Russia — but his spokesman made 
efforts to portray the prime min- 
ister as open to criticism. 

“We respect the point of view of 
the protesters. We are hearing what 
is being said. We will continue to 
listen to them,” Dmitry Peskov said 
in a statement late Saturday. 

It’s unclear how that will be 
done and whether it will be just a 
show until the March election, in 
which Putin will seek to return to 
the presidency.

High Stakes 


If Vladimir Putin had chosen to crack down on pro- 
tests, he risked international outcry that could have led to 
the relocation of the 2014 Winter Olympics in Sochi. He is un 
der pressure to repair his image ahead of the March presi- 
dential vote, but flashes of his usual style appeared, 
like his criticism of Secretary of State Hillary 
Clinton for allegedly instigating protests. 


President Dmitry Medvedev 
promised Sunday on Facebook that 
allegations of fraud in the Dec. 4 
parliamentary elections, the det- 
onator of the protests, would be 
investigated. But most comments 
within an hour of the post were dis- 
missive, indicating the opposition 
would not be satisfied by vague 
promises from a lame-duck widely 
seen as subordinate to Putin. 

Surveys from the polling agen- 
cy Levada Center showed 42 per- 
cent of Russians in late Septem- 
ber would have voted for Putin in 
March, but it fell to 31 percent two 
months later. And that was before 
his image was further tarnished by 
the parliamentary vote. 

Signs of change have come. 
State-controlled TV channels gave 
airtime to Saturday’s protests, a 
change from their previously ignor- 
ing or deriding the opposition. 

Most protests had official sanc- 
tion, and officials showed unprec- 
edented largesse by authorizing a 
crowd of 30,000 — and not send- 
ing riot police into action when the 
crowd exceeded that number. 

That indicated that Putin is 
deeply concerned about his weak- 
ened position.

France Returns Noriega to Panama for Prison Term

Former military strongman Manu- 
el Noriega was flown home to Pan- 
ama from France on Sunday to be 
punished once again for crimes 
he committed during a career 
that saw him transformed from 
a close Cold War ally of Washing- 
ton’s into the vilified target of a 
U.S. invasion. 

Noriega’s return comes after 
more than 20 years in U.S. and 
French prisons for drug traffick- 
ing and money laundering.

The ex- 
general, 77, could eventually leave 
prison under a law allowing prison- 
ers over 70 to serve out their time 
under house arrest.

Decision by Congress 
could force transit 
users to pay more 

Washington 

Transit users could be faced with 
paying more to commute on rail, on 
buses and in van pools next year if 
Congress doesn’t extend pretax ben- 
efits by the end of this month. 

Commuters can set aside as 
much as $230 a month in pretax 
income for transit use, but that 
amount is set to fall to $125 a month 
when a temporary increase expires. 
Under Internal Revenue Service 
rules, pretax parking benefits would 


rise from $230 a month to $240 a 
month because of inflation. 

Metro and public transporta- 
tion advocacy groups have said 
the pretax transit benefits keep 
more riders on buses and trains, 
and out of cars. 

“Unless Congress acts, there 
will be a financial bias in the fed- 
eral tax code against public transit 
use,” Michael R Melaniphy, pres- 
ident and chief executive of the 
American Public Transportation 
Association, said in a statement. 
“We are seeking to maintain parity 
with the parking benefit to ensure 
that there isn’t a disincentive to 
take public transportation.” 

Because Congress has not

extended the benefits, human 
resource managers can only allow 
employees to set aside as much as 
$125 pretax for January because the 
disbursements are done a month 
ahead, according to Paul Dean, a 
vice president at Transit Center, 
which oversees transit benefits 
for 15,000 public agencies and pri- 
vate companies. Dean said about 
25 percent of the companies in 
major metropolitan areas offer the 
pretax benefit options. 

In some cases, employers offer 
the entire transit benefit as a perk. 
It’s unclear how the change will 
affect those workers. 

Transit advocates are push- 
ing for the benefits to be includ-

Last week’s point-blank sla 3 dng of a 
Virginia Tech campus policeman is 
sure to renew the gun control bat- 
tle in all its fury before the Gener- 
al Assembly next month. 

The debate had quieted some- 
what in the nearly five years since 
a student on a murderous rampage 
shot and killed 32 people at Virgin- 
ia Tech and himself 

But with Republicans expect- 
ing House and Senate majorities 
and a pro -gun Republican gover- 
nor, conservatives are taking aim 
at Virginia’s 20-year-old one-hand- 
gun-a-month law. Only three other 
states still have such a law.

Without two top players and their 
starting right tackle, the Redskins 
put on their most prolific offensive 
performance of the season Sunday 
but fell short in their bid to upset 
the New England Patriots, losing 
34-27 at FedEx Field. 

Wide receiver Santana Moss 
could not control a Rex Grossman 
pass near the New England goal 
line and tipped it to Patriots’ line- 
backer Tracy White to seal Wash- 
ington’s fate with 22 seconds left. 

Rex Grossman & co. engaged 
Tom Brady and the Patriots in a 
shootout that lasted the better part 
of three quarters, taking advantage 
of New England’s 32nd-ranked 
defense. The Redskins generated 
a season high in both points and 
yards (463) despite missing both 
their leading pass-catcher, tight end 
Fred Davis, and franchise left tack- 
le Trent Williams, who were sus- 
pended last week for the remain- 
der of the season for violating the 
league’s substance abuse policy. 
Right tackle Jammal Brown then 
went down during warm-ups with 
a groin injury. 

Rex Grossman was 19 of 32 
for 252 yards, and Roy Helu (126 
yards) became the first Washing- 
ton rookie to run for 100 yards in 
three-straight games. But it wasn’t 
enough for the Redskins (4-9), who 
have lost eight of nine.

Record Performers 

The New England Patriots’ Rob 
Gronkowski set the record for 
the most touchdown catches 
in a season by a tight end, rais- 
ing his total to 15 with two Sun- 
day against the Redskins. The 
previous mark of 13 TD catch- 
es by a tight end originally was 
set by Antonio Gates in 2004, 
then matched by Vernon Davis, 
a D.C. native, in 2009. Also Sun- 
day, Patriots QB Tom Brady 
(294) moved ahead of Warren 
Moon into sole possession of 
sixth place for the most touch- 
down passes in NFL history and 
reached the 4,000-yard mark for 
the fourth time in his career, (ap) 


The officiating had the Red- 
skins steamed. In addition to a cru- 
cial pass inteference call on Moss, 
linebacker London Fletcher was 
whistled in the second quarter for 
a personal foul call that appeared 
particularly egregious. The referee 
announced that Fletcher hit a late- 
sliding Brady with a forearm to the 
head, but Fletcher’s arm clearly hit 
the quarterback in the chest. 

Coach Mike Shanahan said he 
thought the call against Fletcher 
was “horrible.” 

“We don’t get no calls around 
here, man,” Moss said. “You guys 
have been covering us for a long 
time. Y’all see what goes on out 
there. We blow our breath on one 
of the doggone guys over there 
and it’s a penalty. Our quarterback 
gets killed — and you just almost 
hit somebody that’s a quarterback 
and we get flagged. So a lot of stuff 
goes on. But I guess we’ve got to 
play against a team and the ref.”

Ravens Rough Up Winless Colts

The Baltimore Ravens took another 
step toward securing a postseason 
berth, and the hapless Indianap- 
olis Colts slipped a notch closer to 
matching one of the NFL’s most 
dubious records. 

Terrell Suggs had three sacks 
and forced three fumbles as part 
of an overwhelming defensive per- 
formance by the Ravens, who kept 
Indianapolis winless with a 24-10 
victory Sunday. 

Baltimore (10-3) limited the 
Colts (0-13) to 167 yards — just 53 
through three quarters. Were it 
not for a touchdown on the game’s 



final play, Indianapolis would have 
been held without a TD for only the 
second time since the 2003 sea- 
son opener. 


Joe Flacco threw two touchdown 
passes, and Ray Rice ran for 103 
yards and a score to help the Ravens 
win their fourth-straight and 


improve to 7-0 at home. Baltimore 
is tied with Pittsburgh for the lead 
in the AFC North, but the Ravens 
hold the tiebreaker because of their 
two wins over the Steelers. 

Dan Orlovsky, the third Colts 
quarterback to start in place of the 
injured Peyton Manning this sea- 
son, went 17 for 37 for 136 yards 
and an interception. He was sacked 
four times and hounded through- 
out the game by Suggs. 

The game was far more lopsid- 
ed than the final score would indi- 
cate. Baltimore led 17-3 at halftime 
and 24-3 in the third quarter, and the 
Colts drove 76 yards in the final two 
minutes in a drive that ended with 
Orlovsky throwing a 13-yard touch- 
down pass to Jacob Tamme as time 
expired.

Holiday shoppers may already be 
scouting balance transfer offers 
for the new year. 

The lure of transferring a credit 
card balance is that you’re charged 
0 percent interest for an introduc- 
tory period, which can range from 
six months to almost two years. The 
idea is that you pay down debt in 


that time without worrying about 
interest charges. But the suspen- 
sion of interest charges comes 
with a cost. 

The benefits and drawbacks of 
a balance transfer can vary signif- 
icantly depending on your finan- 
cial situation. That’s why it’s a move 
that requires careful consideration. 
Here’s what you should know. 

The Offer 

As you browse the balance trans- 
fer offers on the market, it’s likely 
that you’re mainly scanning to see 
which promotion offers the longest

The average fee banks charge on 
the amount you're transferring, 
though some charge 4 percent or 
5 percent. On a $10,000 transfer, 
that could mean $300 to $500. (ap) 


introductory period. But there are 
other variables you’ll need to fac- 
tor into the equation, starting with 
the transfer fee. 

Banks typically charge a fee of 
3 percent of the amount that you’re 
transferring. Make sure that the 


amount you expect to save in inter- 
est will ultimately offset that fee. 

In other cases, your current 
credit card issuer may try to get 
you to transfer balances from your 
other cards. The bank may pres- 
ent you with an option, such as a 
0 percent rate for nine months or 
a 2 percent rate for a year. 

The Approval 

Even if you decide that you’d benefit 
from a balance transfer, you won’t 
necessarily be approved for one. 

Banks use balance transfer 
offers to lure away customers with 
good to excellent credit. If you’re 
paying an interest rate far above 
the 16 percent average on cash- 
back cards, according to Bank- 
rate.com, it could be that you don’t 
fall into that category. Or you may 
be approved for a transfer with a 
shorter introductory period. 

It’s also not unusual for a bank 
to approve only a portion of a 
requested balance transfer. This 
can happen for several reasons. 

Banks are not as generous with 
their credit lines now as they were 
before the financial meltdown 
in 2008, and the amount they’re 
willing to extend will vary. And if 
you’ve recently missed credit card 
payments or maxed out your cards. 


your credit profile may not be as 
strong as it was in the past. 

After you submit your balance 
transfer application, note that it can 
take a few weeks for a transfer to 
be processed. Don’t ignore your old 
account, because there might be a 
payment you need to make. 

The Terms 

After the honeymoon period is over, 
the rate you’re charged on your new 
credit card could end up being on 
par with the one you’re paying on 
your current card. 


Keep in mind 
that the regular 
interest rate on the 
new card will still 
be based on your 
credit profile. 


Credit card regulations that went 
into effect last year prohibit banks 
from hiking rates unless cardhold- 
ers are at least 60 days late on a pay- 
ment. It would take three late pay- 
ments to reach that threshold; the 
first missed payment makes you one 
day late, and the second missed pay- 
ment means you’re about 30 days

How about raising capital? How did you see 
your role? 

The ability to raise capital is about the 
story you have to tell. You want to get 
the investors excited about the market 
potential. You want to tell them about the 



potential of that drug. Each team member 
comes to this presentation from a differ- 
ent angle. I provide value in the feedback, 
being a voice of reason and knowing the 
general mindset of our investors. 

What else made you stand out? 

I’m a great negotiator. I can spot what

the issues are and identify proper solu- 
tions.

on his resume should give him a leg 
up during his job search and pro- 
vide him with greater flexibility in 
his career down the road. 

“Students who are interested 
in dual-degree programs are typ- 
ically students who want to keep 
their options open to go in more 
than one direction, or to be able 
to move in their career from one 
type of responsibility or job situa- 
tion to another,” says Robert Sow- 
ell, vice president for programs 
and operations at the Washing- 
ton, D.C. -based Council of Grad- 
uate Schools. “Students who com- 
bine MBA programs with master’s 
programs in science or engineer- 
ing, for example, might start off 
doing technical work but then 
move into management.” 

That kind of career adaptabil- 
ity proved appealing to Britta- 
ny Heyd, who’s enrolled in a joint 
MPP/JD program at Georgetown 
University. 

“The main reason I chose to

go that route was the plethora of 
opportunities that comes with 
both degrees,” says the 26-year-old 
from Southern California, who’s 
in her third year of the four-year 
program. “I wasn’t quite sure what 
direction I wanted to go in in the 
beginning; I was interested in pub- 
lic policy but also felt like maybe 
I could be interested in a broad- 
er profession. Next summer. I’m 
going to work at a law firm, and 
I will probably work there after 
I graduate. But if I wanted to go 
into government at a later point, 
that’s where the public policy pro- 


gram will help.” 

Holding two graduate degrees 
can give candidates an edge in this 
tough job market. 

“A lot of students are looking 
to do dual degrees just to have one 
extra thing on their resumes — 
anything that can set them apart 
from other applicants,” says Kerry 
Pace, assistant dean for George- 
town’s MPP program. 

Expertise in two areas often 
pays off. “There are things a dual- 
degree holder can do and career 
opportunities they would have 
that they wouldn’t have if they had 
just one degree or the other,” says 
Jonathan Tubman, vice provost for 
graduate studies and research at 
American University. “In this labor 
market, if you’ve got a law degree 
and understand international rela- 
tions, for example, you can distin- 
guish yourself in terms of what you 
can do and be much more attrac- 
tive to an employer.” 

But there are times when an 
employer might not see the need 
for the second degree. 

“When I go for a legal interview. 


they might want to know why hav- 
ing a policy analysis set of skills is 
useful in a legal setting,” Wilson 
says. “And policy analysts aren’t 
lawyers, so they might ask what 
does it matter that I have a legal 
background? It can sometimes be 
a little bit of a challenge to present 
the other side ... to convince people 
that it would be useful.” 

That’s why it’s important for 
dual-degree seekers to have clear- 
cut reasons for choosing this path. 
“Before anyone makes the enor- 
mous commitment of time and 
money, they’ve got to do a lot of 
reflection and should at least have 


a sense of what it is they see them- 
selves doing,” says Mary Somers, 
MBA admissions officer at the 
Johns Hopkins Carey Business 
School. “Who’s doing the work 
they would like to be doing, and 
how did they get there?” 

There are, of course, pros and 
cons to opting for a dual-degree 
program. On the downside, it 
involves more work and is more 
expensive than pursuing a single 
graduate degree. 

The upside is that the two- 
for-one approach saves time and 
money. “If you do a dual degree.

typically what happens is that 
you’re allowed to double-count a 
selection of courses, which will 
vary by program,” Tubman says.

ments gives students exposure to a 
variety of ideas and individuals. 

“They’re connecting with two 
different sets of faculty and stu- 
dents, and networking with two 
whole different populations,” 
Pace says. “And it’s opening up 
two populations of alumni that 
they can contact for jobs and net- 
working.” 


An MBA or JD often makes up 
one half of many dual-degree pro- 
grams. But local universities also 
provide students with the chance 
to obtain degrees in other com- 
binations.

ter of arts in teaching in combina- 
tion with either an MBA or a mas- 
ter of public administration. 

Next summer, the Johns Hop- 
kins Carey Business School and 
Maryland Institute College of Art 
will begin offering a program that 
combines an MBA with a master 
of art in design leadership. 

“The main thing we’re try- 
ing to do here is encourage lead- 
ership through collaboration,” 
says David Gracyalny, dean of the 
School for Professional and Con- 
tinuing Studies at the Maryland 
Institute College of Art. “The pro- 
gram is not just for business stu- 
dents or design students. We’re 
also hoping to see engineering 
students in the program and indi- 
viduals with a strong interest in 
how goods are conceived, manu- 
factured, distributed and market- 
ed. We want all of those people to 
come together.” 

When that kind of crossover 
happens, dual-degree students 
leave their programs with some- 
thing far more valuable than 
two sets of initials to add to their 
resumes. 

“Based on the interviews I’ve 
had with attorneys running pro- 
gram offices in the government, 
they recognize the need for peo- 
ple who can speak both languages 
of policy analysis as well as legal 
analysis,” Wilson says. “In the 
long run, I think it will be an 
incredibly valuable combination.”

U.S. policies send 
many highly skilled 
immigrants packing 

Trends 

Chia-Pin Chang tacked one title 
onto his name last January when he 
earned a doctoral degree in comput- 
er engineering from George Wash- 
ington University. Seven months 
later he added yet another: chief 
technology officer. 

Along with a faculty mentor, the 
Taiwan native co -founded Opto- 
BioSense after four years of devel- 
oping a medical device that can 
quickly and cheaply measure the 
concentration of uric acid in a per- 
son’s body. 

The fledgling firm faces many 
of the challenges that early-stage 
companies endure. It has patents 
under review, trials to run, feder- 
al regulators to appease and a nag- 
ging need for capital. 

But the company’s biggest hurdle 
isn’t business-related. Chang’s soon- 
to-expire student visa will force him 
to leave the country — and likely 
close the business — come Febru- 
ary unless he can secure an employ- 
er-sponsored green card. 

“The difficulty I am finding 
when I try to find any job here is 
it requires either U.S. citizenship 
or a permanent residence, which 
I’m not qualified [for] right now,” 
Chang said. 

It’s a dilemma that Chang shares 
with thousands of other immi- 
grants who graduate from Amer- 
ican universities each year with 
advanced degrees yet can’t obtain 
the legal documents necessary to 
work here. 

Agrowing number of policymak- 
ers have recently proposed chang- 
ing the system, arguing that high- 
ly skilled immigrants capable of 
starting companies in the United 
States offer the potential to create 
more jobs for Americans than they 
might take away. 

But while the policy has consen- 


sus, it’s not an easy sell at a time 
when the economy is down and 
many Americans are struggling to 
find work. Furthermore, some poli- 
ticians and immigrant organizations 
want only comprehensive reform 
for immigration, rather than pol- 
icies that cherry-pick one class of 
immigrants over another. 


Economic drivers 

Like other entrepreneurs who have 
been forced out of the United States, 
Chang could take his company 
with him and license the intellec- 
tual property he developed from 
the university. 

That arrangement would not 
only result in what some have

bemoaned as a reverse brain drain, 
but it could deprive the United 
States of future tax revenue and 
jobs should his product reach its 
target market of 45 million patients 
annually. 

Brookings Institution scholar 
Darrell West said immigrant com- 
munities have developed a reputa- 
tion for entrepreneurship, particu- 
larly in the science and technology 
fields. 

Indeed, some of the country’s

highest-profile and most profitable 
technology companies — including 
Google, Intel and Yahoo — count at 
least one foreign-born founder. 

“These started as small compa- 
nies that became very successful, 
so we’re shooting ourselves in the 


foot in terms of economic develop- 
ment,” West said. 

Hl-B visas, a common employ- 
ment green card for highly skilled 
individuals, are awarded directly 
to companies that vie for a limited 
number each year. Competition has 
cooled in the down economy, but 
West said in years past the5A’ve been 
snapped up in a matter of weeks. 


Another less pervasive type of 
visa that requires an immigrant to 
prove an extraordinary ability, talent 
or skill are often granted to athletes, 
notable scholars or artists. 

“Because of the system we have 
now ... a lot of these people get frus- 
trated and they end up going home,” 
said Betsy Mullins, senior vice pres- 
ident of policy and political affairs 


at TechNet, an organization that 
represents tech companies. “Then 
you have taxpayer dollars going 
into schools for people who we then 
push out of the country to go work 
for our competitors.” 

And increasingly, those compet- 
ing countries and foreign business- 
es are better able to accommodate 
them. The once-sluggish economies 


of India, China and other develop- 
ing nations now offer a viable, if not 
attractive, backdrop against which 
to launch a business. 

“If we have immigration laws 
that are outdated or don’t recog- 
nize that which is the case right 
now, you’re immediately taking 
half of the talent pool off the table,” 
Mullins said.

Political debate 

Recently, the Republican-con- 
trolled House of Representatives 
overwhelmingly passed the Fair- 
ness for High-Skilled Immigrants 
Act. If it becomes law, the bill would 
not increase the number of avail- 
able visas but instead redistribute 
a greater portion of them to coun- 
tries with large populations and 
excess demand. 

Sen. Chuck Grassley, R-Iowa, 
then put a hold on the bill, saying: 
“I have concerns about the impact 
of this bill on future immigration 
flows and am concerned that it does 
nothing to better protect Ameri- 
cans at home who seek high-skilled 
jobs during this time of record-high 
unemployment.” 

Both Democrats and Republi- 
cans have ramped up support for 
highly skilled immigrants in the 
weeks prior to the vote, includ- 
ing several of the GOP contend- 
ers in a debate televised on CNN 
in November. 

“Let me start and just say I 
think that we ought to have an H-1 
visa that goes with every graduate 
degree in math, science and engi- 
neering so that people stay here,” 
GOP presidential contender Newt 
Gingrich told the audience at DAR 
Constitution Hall. 

Mitt Romney echoed a similar 
position, going so far as to say the 
U.S. should “staple a green card 
to the diploma” of those who earn 
advanced degrees in math and sci- 
ence. “We want those brains in our 
country,” he said. 


But even with bipartisan support 
for the measure, efforts to tackle 
immigration comprehensively have 
often prevented specific solutions 
from moving forward, said West, 
the Brookings scholar. 

He said the question of admit- 
ting highly skilled immigrants 
might seem simple from a policy 
standpoint because they make up 
a small percentage of immigrants 
and their potential to boost the U.S. 
economy is widely acknowledged. 

To solve that problem alone, 
though, might make it difficult to 
enact more comprehensive reform 
for the millions of undocument- 
ed immigrants who live here, too, 
he said. 

“If you strip out the most popu- 
lar part of the immigration reform, 
it makes it virtually impossible to do 
the rest,” he said. “The immigrants’ 


rights organizations don’t want this 
to pass unless they can attach the 
rest of the agenda.” 

But as the political debate car- 
ries on, Chang and his wife, also in 
the United States on a visa, are pre- 
paring to return to Taiwan. 

His departure will likely mean 
the end of his business, and the tech- 
nology he built could be licensed to 
another company. 

“It’s likely it could be closed,” 
Chang said of the business. 

David Nagel, his faculty mentor 
and co-founder, is more unequivocal. 
“Oh, it would be. Fundamentally, I 
can’t do what he does for two rea- 
sons: I’ve got other responsibilities, 
and he was the guy who did this.”

HoUday Handful 


A ceramics artist from 
Silver Spring creates 
unique menorahs for 
the Hanukkah season 

Klaudia Levin, 53 
JOB: Menorah maker and ceramist 
SALARY: $6,000 annually, for her 
menorahs and other works. 

WHAT SHE DOES: Levin creates 
about 10 ceramic menorahs each 
year. She draws inspiration from the 
forested Israeli countryside and the 
Old City of Jerusalem, where the an- 
cient buildings made of Jerusalem 
stone — a pale beige limestone — re- 
flect the sunlight. 

She begins each menorah by 
choosing a clay type and a firing pro- 
cess, which dictate the finish of the 
final product. Levin is partial to soda 
and raku firing techniques. In the first, 
she sprays soda ash mixed with water 
into the kiln during firing to create a 
shiny glaze on the surface. Raku is a 
Japanese form of pottery in which 
pieces can have a more matte 
finish. 

“The menorahs are 
special but also a lot of 
challenge," says the Ger- 
many native, who also 
makes sculptures, vases, 
teapots and bowls. “You re- 
ally don’t know if it will come out 
[of the kiln] like you want it to be. It’s 
always kind of a big present or sur- 
prise to open up and find out what you 
created." 

She makes the base of the meno- 
rah on the potter’s wheel and hand- 
builds the rest, using her fingers to 
work the clay on a stable surface 
instead of spinning it on the wheel. 
Next, Levin puts the menorah in a kiln 
at Lee Arts Center (Arlingtonarts. 
org) for 12 hours and then lets it cool 
for another 24 hours before adding 
candleholders. 

The weeks leading up to Hanuk- 
kah are hectic for Levin as she travels 
to art shows to display her menorahs 
and contacts galleries about showing 
her work. She charges $100 to $120 
per menorah.

WOULD YOU WANT THIS JOB? 

Working with ceramics is re- 
warding, Levin says. “It’s a 
satisfying feeling. You cre- 
ated something, and it’s 
done and it’s all yours," she 
says. But it takes patience 
and steady, nimble hands to 
mold the clay, she adds. 

Being a good salesperson is im- 
portant, too. She handles all of her 
bookkeeping, her website (Klaudia- 
ceramic-arts.com) and gallery show- 
ings, including at the Scope Gallery in 
the Torpedo Factory Art Center (Tor- 
pedofactory.org) in Alexandria. 

Still, the stay-at-home Silver 
Spring mom relies on her husband’s 
income to support their family of four. 
“It’s nice to have the little bit extra 
when I do sell some, but I would love 
to have it more consistent," Levin says. 
HOW SHE GOT THIS JOB: Levin 
took her first pottery class at the New 
Art Center in Newton, Mass., about 
15 years ago. Two years later, she 
began studying ceramics at the Of- 
fice for the Arts at Harvard University, 
where she honed her skills for almost 
12 years. 


She started with basic classes to 
learn techniques such as throwing on 
the wheel, hand building, glazing and 
firing before moving on to more in- 
depth subjects such as glaze chemis- 
try. “You have to start first by learning 
the material," Levin says. “I think it’s 
important to know what you have, 
what you can do, what happens." 
HOW YOU CAN GET THIS JOB: 
Ceramics classes are available 
throughout the region. Try the cours- 
es at the Art League (Theartleague. 
org). Workhouse Arts Center (Work- 
housearts.org), Hinckley Pottery 
(Hinckleypottery.com), the Capitol
